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INCIDENTS OF 1954 


It is well, we believe, to pause for a few moments and 
review briefly the events in the Asbestos Industry during 
the past year. 

While much of interest has occurred during 1954, 
there appears to be nothing of an outstanding nature—at 
least on the surface of things. Perhaps, in later years, we 
may look back and say that the invention of some asbestos 
material, the discovery of some new use, the promotion of 
some particular individual, or perhaps a development 
entirely outside the Asbestos Industry during 1954 served 
to change the entire course of. asbestos progress. 

In the early part of the year The Ruberoid Co. ac- 
quired Dixie Asphalt Products Corporation ineluding as- 
sets, goodwill and going business. Later they also acquir- 
ed the Ebsary Gypsum Company which introduced them 
into the gypsum field. The year 1954 marked the Golden 
Anniversary of the Scandinavia Belting Company result- 
ing from a chance encounter by Messrs. Fenton and Cob- 
bett while on a fishing trip. Two large projects in Johns- 
Manville’s expansion and improvement program were 
launched with the start of construction of a new Canadian 
Products Division Headquarters building at Port Credit 
and the new synthetic silicates plant at Lompoc, Cali- 
fornia. The Cellulo Company of Sandusky, Ohio, manu- 
facturers of Dise, Pulp and Filteraid Filters, Filter 
Papers, Asbestos Pads, Filtermass and Loose Fibre Filter- 
ing Asbestos celebrated its 35th Anniversary. In August 
ground breaking ceremonies were held for the inter- 
national harnessing for power purposes of the mighty St. 
Lawrence River. This project is part of a great inter- 
national undertaking, the development of the St. 
Lawrence Seaway, which will open the Great Lakes to 
ocean going ships. At the end of September Mr. E. Baliol 
Seott retired from the Editorship of The Mining Journal 

(London) after more than 53 years in the chair 

Many of the companies opened new plants or ex- 
panded other buildings such as, Keasbey & Mattison open- 
ed a new plant at Santa Clara, California.

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Illinois; The Cape Asbestos Company Ltd. opened a new 
rock wool factory at Stirling; the world’s largest labora- 
tory devoted to research and development of asbestos 
brake linings and other friction materials was opened at 
Manville, N. J. by Johns-Manville; J-M also opened the 
largest asbestos mill in the world at Asbestos, Quebec; 
also a new central mill in Southern Rhodesia which put 
two African mines into production; and Johnson’s 
Asbestos Company opened a new plant at Megantie Mine, 
taking two and one-half years to build. 

There were a number of changes in personnel; lesser 
executives were given more responsible positions, new 
executives were appointed and, unfortunately some 
executives were lost by death, among whom we should 
mention the following: Bror Dahlberg, founder of the 
Celotex Corporation; Anna 8. Rossiter, long time editor 
of ‘‘ASBESTOS’’; and C. Dudley Armstrong, a Director 
and former Vice President and Secretary of the Arm- 
strong Cork Company. 

As to new products, a prefabricated Canal and Pond 
Liner should be mentioned; Ceramo, a new deep hued 
ceramic surfaced asbestos-siding ; a new material of high- 
quality asbestos inter-leaved with aluminum and cement- 
ed together with thermosetting resin to be used to make 
gaskets, exhaust manifolds and exhaust flanges for the 
motor trade; Albaseal, a new sealing compound for seal- 
ing joints and other openings; Caposite asbestos preform- 
ed insulation; Palmetto O-Ring Packing for statie and 
dynamic applications; American Thatch, an asbestos- 
cement roof shingle; Seal-O-Matic, a new wind-resistant 
asphalt shingle which seals itself down; Lok-Tab, an 
interlocking, asphalt strip shingle which gives rooftops 
complete security; Super’Bestos, a new asbestos-cement 
building board; and ‘‘Wildeat’’ a new Johns-Manville 
rod packing developed especially for oil field slush pumps. 

Of the number of publications issued we should men- 
tion, ‘‘ Asbestos in Ontario’’, a booklet published by the 
Ontario Department of Mines giving an up-to-date picture 
of the asbestos mining industry in the provincee— ‘Some 
Unsolved Problenjs’’, a compilation by ASTM’s Ad- 
ministrative Committee on Research, intended to stimu- 
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ASBESTOS ‘Shorts’ and Floats”

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THE COMMERCIAL VALUE of SOUTH 
AFRICAN ASBESTOS 


(This is the second part of the articie by W. E. Sinclair. 
M.I.M.M., Consulting Engineer). The first part appeared in our 
November 1954 issue. 


The comparative value of the heat-resisting qualities 
of the three varieties of asbestos has been determined in 
terms of the loss in weight in each case, when they are 
subjected to high temperatures. In chrysotile between 550 
degrees and 600 degrees C. all water of crystallization is 
driven off and the asbestos becomes decomposed. Except 
that crocidolite fuses at temperatures over 1,500 F. the 
loss in weight of this fibre, as well as amosite, is infinitesi- 
mal as compared with chrysotile. 

The ability of the amphiboles to withstand high temp- 
eratures enhances their value as special insulating pro- 
ducts for special purposes in high temperature plants 
where most other insulating materials break down rapidly 
under super-heat. 

In these special applications amosite enjoys the ad- 
vantage of extreme flexibility, resiliency and fibre length 
which enables it to stand up to excessive vibration not- 
withstanding its light weight. This is 9% lb. per eu. ft., 
which is just half that of chrysotile. 

The superior efficiency of Cape Blue asbestos under 
working conditions is indicated in Table V, where the 
saving in heat expended is nearly double that of other 
asbestos, and, by contrast, the heat lost when Blue fibre is 
used in mattresses is a little more than half of other varie- 
ties.

The value of crocidolite in acid resistant applications 
is unsurpassed, a factor that makes its substitution dif- 
ficult, although harsh chrysotile fibre is said to have been 
used to replace crocidolite in certain fields of utilization. 

A general picture of the comparative physical quali- 
ties of the three South African varieties, under review, is 
outlined in Table VI. In this schedule, the specialized 
qualities of the amphiboles are immediately discernible.

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ing to say the thermal conductivity, the power of resist 
ance to chemicals and other physical and mechanical 
properties. 

In this way specialized uses for the local varieties of 
asbestos has resulted in a growing sphere of utilization 
in this country. In the last ten years the manufacture of 
asbestos products has grown considerably. The consump- 
tion of the different varieties locally, in the past four 
years, is shown in the following table (Table VII).

The setback in the industry in 1953 (already re- 
ferred to) is no longer apparent as the position has now 
improved according to figures so far available for 1954. 
Local consumption at the best is not more than 15% of the 
total asbestos production which is now over 100,000 tons 
annually. This points to the firmness of the overseas de- 
mand for South African Asbestos. 

Chrysotile finds a, place in all the different fields of 
utilization common to this class of asbestos. In general the 
long fibre grades are eminently suitable for textiles and 
packing, ete., while the shorter grades serve as a con- 
stituent in some asbestos-cement products and in paper 
and millboard manufacturing and in various insulating 
uses including electrical products. 

Crocidolite leads the field in the asbestos-cement 
industry. Amosite is also used for this purpose either 
alone or blended with other fibres to give length and

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strength to the mix. Also, like crocidolite, it imparts that 
harshness of the fibres which is an advantage in the wet 
mix process. It is an interesting point too, that complete 
fiberization of the asbestos is a distinct advantage in en- 
suring the essential contact of all surfaces of the fibres 
with the cement. 


Although the asbestos-cement industry forms a con- 
siderable part of the local manufacturing concerns, the 
fabricating of asbestos-cement pressure pipes is mostiy 
carried out overseas. 

In this process (using mainly ‘‘Blue’’ asbestos) pipes 
are made that can be cut to any length, tapped or thread- 
ed in the same manner as iron pipes, even though its 
weight, for the same carrying capacity is 50% less than 
east iron piping. In addition the piping is not subject to 
rust or corrosion from acids, electrolysis or the effects of 
sea water, and, therefore, is satisfactory for conveying 
brine, chemical solutions and, of course, hot and cold 
water. It can also be used for flues or exhaust stacks, and 
can withstand pressures of liquids or gases varying from 
50 to 250 Ibs. per square inch. 

Crocidolite is indispensable in a hundred ways in the 
chemical industry. For acid filtration long ‘‘Blue’’ fibres 
are specially favored for both acid and gas filters. Amosite 
is sometimes used in the chemical industry and especially 
where acid scrubbers and containers must be lagged. 

The most important specialized field of these amphi- 
boles is in the many forms of insulation where their unique 
qualities are fully utilized in the conservation of heat in 
steam plant, piping and other applications where the 
material used must stand high temperatures and possible 
exposure to steam or salt water. Here amosite lagging 
excells in felted form for the insulation of marine tur- 
bines where also the lightness of the bulk nature of these 
products prevents packing when the material is subjected 
to vibration. 

Special all-asbestos insulation products, known as 
mattresses are generally made entirely of chemically pure 
‘*Blue’’ asbestos. Slabs and pipe sections are’ also out- 
standing amosite and ‘‘Blue’’ products in the field of

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special insulation and especially in maintaining high ef- 
ficiency standards even when in direct contact with sur- 
faces of 1,000 F. 

It would be beyond the scope of this article to give a 
complete record of the multifarious uses of the amphiboles 
amosite and crocidolite. The few examples quoted are 
indicative and suggestive of some of the specialized uses 
that make these fibres indispensable to industry. Asbestos, 
generally, is closely linked to almost all branches of in- 
dustry, to-day, and the local product is obviously sensi- 
tive to advance outside its own orbit and, as a result, the 
export market of South African asbestos is steadily in- 
creasing and will undoubtedly expand to keep pace with 
general expansion throughout the world.

ASPHALT AND ASBESTOS BUILDING MATERIALS 
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MINING JOURNAL EDITOR RETIRES 
AFTER 53 YEARS 


At the end of September Mr. E. Baliol Scott retired 
from the Editorship of The Mining Journal (London) 
after more than 53 years in the chair. This must be quite 
one of the longest editorships in contemporary journalism 
and is in keeping with the tradition of long service asso- 
ciated with The Mining Journal, which in all its 119 years 
of publication has had only seven editors. Although re- 
linquishing the editorship Mr. Seott will still retain the 
chairmanship of the company, over whose fortunes he has 
so long presided, and his advice and experience will con- 
tinue to be at the disposal of the editorial staff. 

Mr. Edward Baliol Scott, Editor of The Mining 
Journal since 1901, was born in Sydney, N.S.W., on June 
17, 1873. He was educated first at Geelong Grammer 
School and then, after coming to England in 1886, at 
Bath College and University College, Oxford, where he 
took an honours degree in Greats. He was ealled to the 
Bar in 1897, and joined the Oxford Circuit, practising 
until the increasing demands made on his time by The 
Mining Journal, in which his family already had an in- 
terest, obliged him to discontinue legal work. His legal 
background gave him a particular interest in mining law, 
and he has written extensively on safety and health con- 
ditions affecting mines throughout the world. He de- 
veloped The Mining Journal service of special corres- 
pondents in the principal mining fields of the world, and 
in recent years has travelled widely to study changes in 
the mining fields consequent on the late war, with parti- 
cular reference to the post-war prospects for British 
mining machinery.

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AUSTRALIAN ASBESTOS 


The Tariff Board enquiry on asbestos was held in 
Sydney and Melbourne during June. The principal pro- 
ducer—Australian Blue Asbestos Ltd.—stated a case for 
the imposition of a 40% duty on imported asbestos equi- 
valent in length to Canadian groups 1 to 5, the duty to be 
remitted on fibre entered for use in manufacturing 
articles the total asbestos content of which is not less than 
15% by weight of Australian crocidolite. The company 
asserts that this form of protection would induce manu- 
facturers to use about 4,000 short tons of blue fibre per 
year, and that this assured local market would allow the 
company to expand production to about 8,000 short tons 
per year. The consequent reduction in costs would enable 
the company to reduce prices to a competitive level, and 
it was claimed that the balance of the production could be 
sold for export. At present rate of production (approxi- 
mately 4,500 short tons per year) the prices are too high 
by world standards, and about half the output is unsold. 
Stocks are accumulating, and at the time of the enquiry 
were stated to exceed 3,000 tons valued at £350,000. With 
this large amount of money tied up the company has an- 
nounced that operations at Wittenoom must cease unless 
some form of assistance is forthcoming. 





Opposition to the application was based on the con- 
tention that use of Australian crocidolite is uneconomic, 
even if the price is reduced to the degree anticipated by 
the applicant company. The principal consumers pointed 
out that they would be forced to use blue fibre at a landed 
cost of £138 per short ton (current prices) to replace 
South African amosite landed at about £55 per ton—an 
increase of £83 per ton. This assertion was countered by 
the claim that crocidolite would replace chrysotile cur- 
rently landed at about £102 per ton, and that the increase 
in raw material cost woud be in the region of £35 per ton 
instead of £83. With the f.o.b. price of grade 3 W.A. cro- 
cidolite reduced to £110 per short ton, as forecast by the 
producers, the cost differential would be approximately 
£16 per ton. 

The enquiry has emphasized the precarious economic

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condition of the blue asbestos industry in Australia. The 
remote location of the deposits and the need to establish 
an entirely new and self contained town has made the 
total capital expenditure by the company and Govern- 
ments abnormally high. All operating costs—labor, 
materials, freight, etc.—are also very high, with the re- 
sult that the price of the asbestos has to be considerably 
above world parity to cover actual cost of production, 
without providing for amortization of capital, normal 
profits and reserves. The outcome of the application for 
assistance will therefore have a vital effect on the future 
of the industry.

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THE CENSUS OF MANUFACTURES 


Early in 1955, the Census Bureau will conduct the 
Censuses of Business, Manufactures and Mineral Indus- 
tries. These censuses will provide facts about manufactur- 
ing; mineral industries; retail and wholesale trade; and 
selected services, including personal, business and repair 
services, hotels, and tourist courts; amusement places, 
and the motion picture industry. The legislation provid- 
ing for these censuses, which will cover business opera- 
tions for the year 1954, is Public Law 411 of the 83rd 
Congress, June 18, 1954, enacted to synchronize the collec- 
tion of business statistics at 5-year intervals in lieu of 
older laws which did not coordinate the timing of the 
national business and industrial canvasses. 

While the Census Bureau is charged with collecting 
the data required in the Censuses of Industry and Trade, 
a good job cannot be done without the cooperation of all 
business men who are called upon to report the facts 
about their businesses. The value of the censuses depends 
largely upon prompt and accurate reporting by business, 
and speedy compilation and publication of the results by 
the Census Bureau. Business men will be asked to file 
their reports within 30 days after they receive their re- 
porting form. A message from the Secretary of Commerce 
which will accompany the reporting form points out that 
the Census Bureau is dependent upon speedy and accurate 
reports by business men to enable it to carry out its 
program for earliest publication of the statistical informa- 
tion to be based on their reports. Thus the Census Bureau 
and American business men jointly share the responsi- 
bility for making available to the Nation-at-large timely 
statistical data on business activity.

Future rates of construction activity have acquired 
another month of assurance, through F. W. Dodge Cor- 
poration’s announcement of its October figures. 

The October total of Dodge Reports of contract 
awards for future construction in the 37 states east of 
the Rockies was the third highest monthly total in Dodge 
history. 

It was the highest monthly total in its normal eate- 
gories of construction omitting enormous atomic energy 
projects that sent the totals of May 1951 and September 
1952 to heights that are hard to beat.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS. 


General business has improved rapidly over the past 
month and it would appear that the recovery is now well 
under way in practically all sectors of the economy. Steel 
production is rapidly increasing although some eastern 
mills are lagging behind the industry averages. Corporate 
profits are showing improvement and the stock market, 
since the elections, has had an almost uninterrupted rise, 
reaching new high levels during the last days of Novem- 
ber. Consumer goods are selling better and department 
store sales took a sharp. jump immediately following 
Thanksgiving. The current situation is, without doubt, 
the best seen during 1954 and prophets are already pre- 
dicting all time highs in business activity for the coming 
year. 


ASBESTOS—RAW MATERIAL. 





After very extensive survey and visits to the Far and 
Middle East and Europe, members of the Industry report 
that the outlook for 1955 looks very good from a fibre use 
standpoint. 

It is probably not too early to predict that the U. S. 
demand for the coming year will equal or slightly exceed 
the 1954 figure. 

At the present time asbestos production is at its high 
point for the year but should taper off somewhat during 
the winter months.

Asbestos Tertiles. The market appears to have im- 
proved slightly. Asbestos cloth demand has increased but 
very little improvement has been experienced in other tex-

due to inventory taking and equipment sales are sharply 
up for new model buying. All signs point to a record year 
both in replacement and equipment sales.

The demand for Millboard has fallen 
off considerably and sales during the past month are lower 
than they have been for some time. The demand for Sat- 
urated Paper is now less than production and is expected 
to fall off in the next two or three months due to weather 
conditions. 


Insulation. High Pressure. The large amount of 
construction contracts recently let is misleading in that it 
is made ap of a much greater proportion of Commercial 
to Industrial work. Since Industrial represents a much 
greater potential for High Pressure, the total potential is 
less than last year. The bidding for new work is as com- 
petitive as ever. 


Insulation. Low Pressure. The demand for low 
pressure insulation materials continues high and might 
even be higher as contractors are trying to complete pro- 
jects already started before bad weather sets in. 


Asbestos Cement Products. This market is holding 
its own, but a seasonal decline is expected. 


November order replacements to date for roofing and 
siding are very good considering season of the year. 


The demand for corrugated and flat is now less than 
production and is expected to fall off due to weather con- 
ditions. 


The Pressure and Sewer Pipe markets continue high, 
but a drop in demand for all types of pipe is expected with 
the approach of winter. House pipes and conduits’ sales 
are still good. 


Asphalt Tile. At present, it appears that total indus- 
try sales of Asphalt and Vinyl Asbestos Tile will equal or 
perhaps slightly exceed 1953 sales of approximately 800 
million square feet.

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NEW JOHNS-MANVILLE ASBESTOS MILL PUTS 
Two African Mines Into Production 


Johns-Manville formally put two more asbestos mines into 
commercial production on November 25th with the official open- 
ing of a new central mill that has initial capacity of 20,000 tons 
of fibre annually. 

Mining and milling of the ore is carried on by Rhodesian 
Asbestos Limited under the direction of Canadian Johns-Manville 
Co., Limited, in association with British Metals Corporation, Ltd., 
Anglo-Huronian Ltd., and the Simon I. Patino interests. A. R. 
Fisher, President of Johns-Manville Corporation, New York, is 
also President of Rhodesian Asbestos Limited. 


The two mines under development include the Temeraire 
Mine at Mashaba and the Shamala Mine, four miles away. Both 
are highly mechanized. Each has sunk a mine shaft about 550 
feet. The new central mill, serving both, is located adjacent to 
the Temeraire Mine. Ore from the Shamala Mine is trucked in 
by 15-ton diesel trucks. The processed fibre is trucked out from 
Mashaba to the railroad at Fort Victoria whence it is shipped to 
Beira, Mozambique, for water transport to Europe and the United 
States. 


NEW DRYCOR FIRE SYSTEM ADDS 
Town Safeguard 


Near-completion of a $20,00¢ fire protection system for the 
Drycor Felt Company which will give added safeguards to the 
Staffordville, Conn. area, was revealed recently by company 
officials. 

Three thousand feet of 12-inch pipe is being installed for a 
gravity feed system from the New City Pond, along New City 
Road, to the Drycor plant. The outsized pipe was specified to 
allow future tie-in by the town water system. A 150-foot length of 
pipe on company property will be of eight-inch diameter. 

A spokesman for the firm said a hydrant placed near the 
plant also will be available for the town’s fire companies if needed. 

The pipeline, running along the south side of the highway, is 
under construction.

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CASSIAR ASBESTOS CORPORATION 


An asbestos mine is being carved out of a mountainside at 
the 6,000 foot level near Cassiar B. C. 

During the past summer, ore was taken from the mine at 
the rate of 1,500 tons a day and before winter closes the year’s 
operation more than 40,000 tons will have been removed. 

A mill with 70 tons a day capacity is located on another 
mountain at an elevation of 3,450 feet. Ore from the mine is bull- 
dozed into a steel shute nearly half a mile long, fed into ore bins, 
and trucked three and one-half miles to the mill. 

The company now is planning a $1,000,000 aerial Tramway to 
avoid the three-way handling. It should be in operation by next 
summer. 

Transport of the fibre from the mine is costly at present. It 
is trucked to Whitehorse, then freighted to Skagway and shipped 
south to Vancouver. A new 300-mile road will eventually cut 
costs for the Cassiar mine and tap other minerals in the isolated 
area.
